(00086-W), NAVY. 

A Naval Ship had grounded on a coral reef on the night 
of 22/23rd March 1976, Captain Juyant Ganpat Nadkami, 
who was in command of the naval Ship, Delhi, was ordered 
to take charge of operations to refloat the ship. He co- 
ordinated and directed the activities of a number of ships 
and personnel with ingenuity and good seamanship. His 
cllorts resulted in the ship being refloated and brought safely 
back to port. Throughout the operations, he maintained high 
morale amongst the personnel under his command, and set 
an example by his disregard for own comfort.

To refloat the ship, it was necessary to lighten her by taking 
off most of her fuel and equipment. Under adverse weather 
conditions and in strong cross currents. Lieutenant Com- 
mander Gupteshar Rai skillfully bandied his ship aud 
secured it alongside the grounded shin. This enabled the 
crew of his ship who, working round the clock during the 
next 36 hours, removed all heavy stores and equipment fi-om 
the grounded ship and, thus, made it possible to refloat her.

MECHANIC), NAVY, 

A naval Shin had "rounded on a coral reef on the night of 
22 /23rd March 1976. Lieutenant Commander Madan Ial 
was detailed to nssist in the subsequent salvage operation a<nd 
given charge of damage control organisation on board the 
grounded ship. The ship was badly holed forward, requiring 
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extensive shoring, patching and pumping out for flooded 
compartments. Working systematically and skillfully under 
adverse conditions, Lieutenant Commander Madnn Lai suc- 
ceeded in limiting the damage and the extent of flooding. He 
worked unceasingly throughout the four weeks of the ope- 
ration, without regard to his personal comforts which inspired 
the damnge-control-team with his leadership, The success in 
refloating the ship and towing her back to harbour was 
largely due to the damage control measures effected by I icutc- 
nant Commander Madid Lai.

Seaman Vn-sant Rao Patil, a mem- 
ber of the rigging party on board the naval Ship, Delhi, was 
sent to assist in various seamanship evolutions undertaken to 
salvage the grounded ship. For a period of four weeks, over 
nine attempts were made to float the grounded ship. A num- 
ber of these attempts involved working with and passing heavy 
towing wires and connecting the tows to ships and cables. 
Seaman Vasant Rao Patil worked unceasingly throuehoiit the 
entire operations and was a prominent member of the work- 
ing party.

No. F. ll-12/77-AF..f, — A Committee consisting of the fol- 
lowing was appointed in August, 1976 by this Ministry to 
review the scheme of Workers Social Education Institutes 
vis-a-vis the scheme of Polyvalent Adult Education Centres 
(Shramik Vidyapccths) : — -

2. The recommendations made by the Review Committee 
were considered by an Empowered Committee set tip by this 
Ministry in pursuance of the instructions contained in O. M. 
No. 105/2/14/75-CF dated the 19th February, 1976 issued 
by the Cabinet Secretariat, Department of Cabinet Affairs. In 
the light of the decisions taken by the Empowered Committee, 
the Government of India have decided to accept the following 
recommendations of the Review Committee for implementa- 
tion : — 

I. OBJECTIVES of the programme of Education of workers 
will be : — 

(i) to enrich the personal life of the worker and his 
family by providing opportunities of literacy, liberal 
education, physical culture and recreation; 

(ii) to enable the worker lo play a more effective role as 
a member of the family and as a citizen; 

(ii) to improve the occupational skills and technical 
knowledge of the worker for raising his efficiency 
and increasing his productive capability; 

(iv) to organise programmes of vocational and technical 
training with a view to facilitating vertical mobility; 
and 

(v) to widen the range of his knowledge and under- 
standing of the social, economic and political systems 
in order to create in him a critical awareness about 
the environment and his own predicament. 

IT. The existing two schemes of Workers Social Education 
Institutes and Polyvalent Adult Education Centres will be 
merged and the integrated scheme will be known as “Non- 
formal Education of Workers". The institutions to be set 
up under this scheme will be known as “Shramik Vidyapecths". 
The two Workers Social Education Institutes functioning at 
Indore and Nagpur will, accordingly, be converted into Shra- 
mik Vidyapccths. 

TIE The existing Shramik Vidvaneeths at Bombay, Delhi 
and Ahmedabad and the Workers’ Social Education Institutes 
at Nagnur nnd Indore wilt be restructured on the lines pro- 
posed by the Review Committee, Necessary action in this 
regard will be taken in stages in consultation with State 
Governments/organisation concerned, taking care of the in- 
terests of the present staff members working in these insti- 
tutions. 
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IV. The functions of a Shramik Vidyapeeth will be as 
under : 

(a ) to plan and organise educational progi aiumcs aud 
other activities to serve the educational needs ol‘ 
workers in urban and industrial areas; 

(b) to identify and ascertain through surveys the varie- 
ties of educational needs of different categories ot 
labour population; 

(cl to cooperate with : (a) educational ins', '-unions in 
organising specific programmes for different cate- 
gories of workers; (b) cultural societies, workers 
organisations, employers associations, youth organi- 
sations and other institutions which arc organising 
programmes ami activities to meet worker's social, 
cultural and welfare needs; and (c) public and pri- 
vate enterprises organising programmes to promote 
worker's productivity, employment capability, social 
and civic responsibility and participation in the 
management; 

(d) to undertake the training and orientation of persons 
involved in planning and implementation of various 
programmes of education of workers; 

(c) to provide consultation services to agencies and 
enterprises planning to organise programmes for 
training and pducation of workers. 

V. The Shramik Vidyapeeths will be set up as autonomous 
bodies under voluntary, statutory or other such organisations. 

VI. The affairs of each Shramik Vidyapecih will be 
managed by a Board of Management with a distinguished 
person as- its Chairman. These Boards will also give adequate 
representation to the various interests including the Govern- 
ment of India and the Stale Governments. 


VI I. The Boards of Management for each Shramik Vidya- 
peeth will be responsible for formulation of the programme 
and activities of the Shramik Vidyapecths taking into account 
the industrial structure at n place, characteristics of workers, 
their special educational and vocational/oceupational needs 
and interests etc. The Board will also decide the methods, 
the content of the programmes, educational level of partici- 
pants and the duration of the courses etc. Evaluation of the 
working of a Shramik Vidyapeeth should be part anti parcel 
of the programme organisation of each Vidyapeeth and the 
Board of Management should be responsible for periodic 
evaluation. 

VIII. The setting up of a net work of Shramik Vidyapeeths 
in well phased out ctlort to extend and expand the programme 
has been accepted in principle. In extending the Scheme to 
other places, the following factors will be kept in view 

(a) the existence of labour force which can benefit by 
short-term, work-oriented courses tailored lo their 
learning needs: 

(bj availability of qualified technical persons that cur 
serve as a pool of potential instructional resources 
for the Vidyapeeth; and 

(cj the willingness of the concerned State Government 
and/or (he organisation concerned to cooperate in 
supporting establishment of Shramik Vidyapeeth. 

IX. A programme Advisory Committee w ill he set up in the 
Ministry ot Education & Social Welfare to advise Ihc Direc- 
torate ol Adult Education on the development of proaramme.s 
of Nonfonnal Education of Works. 


X. The Review Committice has recommended some mini- 
mum lull-time stall for a Shramik Vidyapeeth, It has been 
decided that for the present, the existing stalling pattern may 
continue for all existing as well as new Shramik Vidvapcelhs. 
A change in the staffing pattern may he considered at the time 
when pioposals for a substantial expansion of the scheme 
'ring the mid-term Plan 1978-83 are formulated. In addition 
the lull-time stall, each Shramik Vidyapeeth will encage nan 
me stall according lo their needs and will make provision UJ 
s budget tor payment ol honoraria to the part-time stall 
md resource persons involved in developing pi owainmcs 
well as leaching in Ihem 
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XI. The Shramik Vidyapeeths will have the option to adopt 
the Central Government scales of pay and allowances or those 
applicable in the State Governments or those applicable for 
the employees of the autonomous body/voluntary agency 
concerned. 

XII. A unit will be set up in the Directorate of Adult 
Education to provide technical guidance to the Shramik Vidya- 
pceths, to coordinate (heir activities, to organise training and 
orientation for different functionaries and to provide guidance 
in the programme development, curriculum formulation and 
production of materials and multi-media aids. The unit will 
also liaise at all-India level with various agencies, including 
State Governments, and will undertake review and evaluation 
of the programme from time to time. 

XIII. The Government of India will continue to provide 
grants-in-aid for tile establishment and running of the Shramik 
Vidyapecths on the existing pattern.

RESOLUTION 

Subject : Reconstitution of the till Indict Council oj Spot's. 

No. E. 1-6/78-SP.I. — The All India Council of Sports was 
last reconstituted vide Resolution No. F.1-2/75-SP.1 dated the 
J 5th December, 1976 with a total membership of iortyeight 
persons including President of the Council. It has been belt 
that the existing Council with its large membership is un- 
wieldy and needs to be made more functional and effective. 
It has also been Iclt that ihc scope of functions of the Council, 
should be enlarged. In view of these considerations, it has 
been found necessary to reconstitute the All India Council of 
Snorts mid-nccordingly in supersession of the Resolution No. 
F. 1-2/75-SP. 1 dated 15th December, 1976, as amended in 
the Government of India Resolution of even number dated 
the 30th December. 1976. it is hereby resolved to revise the 
constitution of the Council and reconstitute it with effect 
from the date of this notification. 

2. The All India Council of Sports herein-after called the 
Council will he an advisory body' and will discharge the 
following functions ; — 

(i) lo advise Government of India on all matters relating 
to promotion of sports and games; 

(ii) to advise Government on the financial and other 
assistance to be given to the National Sports Fede.ra- 
tions/ Associations, Stale Sports Councils, State 
Governments etc. for programmes, schemes, projects 
concerning promotion of sports and games and pro- 
vision of sports facilities; and 

(iii) lo act as liaison between Government and National 
Sports Federations/ Associations. 

3. The Council shall consist of a President and twenty 
members to be nominated as indicated below. One of the 
members will be nominated Vice-President by the Govern- 
ment. 


(i) President (To be nominated by the Govern- 
ment of India) 

(ii) Vice-President (To he nominated by the Govt, 
of India out of members mentioned below : 

(iii) Sports promoters and persons knowledgeable 
in matters relating to promotion, organisation 
and administration of sports (to be nominated 

by Govt, of India) 6(including 2 women) 

(i\| Snorts xwiter/snorls commentator (lo be nomi- 
nated by the Government of India.

(to be nominated by Chairman. Rajya Sabha).

(to be nominated by the Govt, of India in 
consultation with the State Governments/ U. is 
concerned.) 

(i\) A representative of the Ministry of External 
Affairs. 

( Member-Secretary) 

(x) Bureau Head incharge of Sports and Physical 
Education in the Ministry of Education & Social 
Welfare. I 

4. The tenure df the President, Vice-President and other 
members of the Council shall be three years from the date 
of its Hist meeting subject to the following : 

(i) The ex-officio members shall continue as members 
so long as they hold offices by virtue of which they 
are members of the Council. 

(ii) The nominated members shall hold office during 
the pleasure of the nominating authority. 

(iii) A member who does not attend four consecutive 
meetings of the Council, without obtaining leave 
of absence from the President shall automatically 
cease to be a member. 

(iv) If a vacancy arises on the Council due to resignation, 
death or any other cause, of President, Vice-Presi- 
dent or any other member, the person appointed 
! n that vacancy shall hold office for the residue of 
the tenure of the three years. 

(v) No person who is an office bearer (President. 
Chairman, Secretary or Treasurer) of any National 
Sports Fcderation/A.ssociation, shall be eligible for 
nomination as President, Vice-President or other 
member cf (he Council. Conversely, if President, 
Vice-President or any member of the Council be- 
comes such an office-bearer he or she shall cease to 
be President, Vice-President or other member of the 
Council. 

5. The Council shall hold at least two meetings in a year. 


6. For facility of the disposal of the work of Council, 
1 there shall be an Executive Committee consisting of the 
President. Vice-President, Member-Secretary and not less than 
■ four but no! exceeding six other members of the Council, to 
1 be chosen by the Council in its first meeting. The Executive 
Committee shall periuim such functions as may be delegated 
by the Council. The Executive Committee shail meet as 
often as necessary. The decisions taken by the Executive 
Committee shall be reported to the Council at its next meet- 
ing. 

I. 1 he C ounen Executive Committee may authorise the 
Pie .V .‘ni of the Council to render advice to the Government 
of imlia o" behalf of the Council /Executive Committee on 
such matte s concerning sports and games which cannot awai< 
holding of (he meeting of the Council /Executive Committee. 

X. The Vice-President shall preside over the meetings of 
the Council, Executive Comniittee and Sub-Committees of 
the Council of which the President -is the Chairman, in the 
absence of the President, and discharge such other functions 
as the President may entrust to him. 

9. The Council /Executive Committee may set up Sub- 
committees for specific purposes as may be considered neces- 
sary. 

10. The Council may draw up a panel of sports experts, 
cue or more of whom may be consulted by it as and when 
necessaiy, on specific matters. 

II. The Government of India may revise the constitution 
as well as the composition of the Council as it may consider 
necessary from time to time. 

12. The President of the Council will have the rower to 
invite experts or other knowledgeable persons specially to 
attend any of the meeting; of the Council, its Executive Com- 
mittee or its Sub-Committees. 

13. The .Ministry of Education and Social Welfare (Deptt. 

of Education) shall give such secretarial assistance to the 
Council, the Executive Committee and its Sub-Committe :s 
as may be necessary. * 

ORDER
